FATE OF THE “FIRST TELEGRAPH ACT, 1864." 











































































It would appear from dispatches laid’ before 
the Legislature of the neighboring Colony of 
Vancouver that this ordinance eannot receive the 
satiction of Her Majesty’s Government unless 
clause five be expunged. The obnoxions clanse 
secures to the California State Telegraph Com- 
pany, for a period of 20 years after the comple- 


sending and receiving telegraph messages be- 
tween any one place within this Colony and any 
other place within the Territory of the United 
States of America to the west of the Rocky 
Mountains. The clause also contains the fullow- 
ing proviso :— 

This Act shall not be construed to prevent, 
or in'any.manver interfere with, the projected 
or any other live or lines of telegraph across the 
Continent through British North America or else- 
where, nor to limit the right.of any other person, 
eorperation or company freely to establish and: 
work any other telegraph lines anywhere within 
or from the said Colony.” 

‘The grovind of oljjection to the clause, -of 
which the above is the substance, is that Her 
Majesty’s Government may have to communicate 
throngh this Colony with the British Naval For- 
ces on the Pacific, in very critical times and on 
very important matters. Now, we confess our 
utter inability to see how the enjoyment of the 
terms of the fifth clanse by the California State 
Telegraph Company would, in avy way, shape or 
manner, either directly or indirectly, stand in the

no way attributable to any defects in the navi- 
tion, but chiefly to the absence of proper chan- 
pel marks, # point, it will be remembered, to

of His Excellency the Gorernor on ithe arrival 
of the ship in this port. The readers of the Brrr- 
sx CouvuniaN are aware how frequently we 
pointed out, during the late administration, the 
unsuitable and: insafficient character of the sys- 
tem (1) of buoying the channel in use, ‘and the 
‘necessity of having not only a proper class of 
booys, bat:aleo & light-ship.. It is gratifying to 
know that one of Governor Seymour’s very first 
official acts was to admit the-paramount import 
ance of all this, and that an adequate supply of 
iron buoys, moored by means of mushrooms-an- 
chors, are being procared, while the constraction 
of a light-ship will be st onée proceeded with. 
While the Victoria papers were zealously endea-
